2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-20 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over TANIKAWA et al.. TANIKAWA et al. teaches an 
electrostatic developer that includes a similar hydrocarbon wax with the same relationship of endotherms determined by differential 
scanning calorimetry (claims). TANIKAWA et al. directly suggests that the wax has a predetermined and predictable crystallinity 
(column 8 lines 56 - column 9 line 6). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that the same crystallinity and wax 
branching would be used because of the similarities in the produced endotherms and performance of the developer such as stability and 
fixability (col. 3). 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.
